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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are found to be non-persuasive. 
With respect to the apparatus claims and the 102 rejection, the data that the system uses is not part of the system. The limitation argued 
for patentability is the "means for providing the 2nd network terminal with information related to a search result". This is present in 
Janssen because Janssen provides search results, so the claimed means to provide the search results in present in the reference. Based 
on applicant's argument, if one were to claim the system as being used to rent fishing equipment, that would be novel, because the prior 
art does not disclose the use of a system as claimed for fishing equipment. Then another can get a further patent to the use of the same 
exact system, except that one is renting baby toys. The equipment that is being rented does not render the system patentable. The 
argument for the 103 rejection is the same as the 102, which is non-persuasive. With respect to the traversal of the 1 12,2nd rejection, the 
argument is non-persuasive. Where does the specification provide the definitions that applicant has set forth? Also, a portion of the 112 
rejection was not addressed. The 112 was not just limited to the scope of the terms "vacant, under course of or out of operation". . 
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
